Electrical Traction. 

i The October number of the magazine, 

' “For California,’’ published by the Cal¬ 
ifornia Promotion Committee, is de¬ 
voted to electric traction in the state. 
Few general readers are aware of the 
gigantic strides made recently in the 
production of electric power from Cal¬ 
ifornia’s mountain streams, or the ex¬ 
tensive and highly diversified uses to 
which the current is being applied in 
manufacturing and transportation. 

This greatly extended use of elec¬ 
tricity as a cheap and perfect motive 
power has been made possible by the 
late improvements in transmission. It 
is now possible to send electric power, 
generated in some canyon well up in 
the Sierras, several hundred miles to 
the cities and valleys, and to the busy 
manufacturing area surrounding San 
Francisco Bay. Few of the daily users 
of the trolley cars in our various cities 
realize that the powtr which sends 
them skimming over the road is pro¬ 
duced two or three hundred miles away 
and sent hither on a wire from the 
mountains. Yet this is true of nearly 
every electric line in California.

cultivator of and kind inside of its 
broad gates, has never had one pound 
of fertilizer, and yet is said to produce 
the largest percentage of fancy fruit and 
at least 95 per cent of brights. Not a 
forest tree of mature size was ever cut 
here, neither was there ever a fire on 
the ground, and the orange and grape 
fruit trees stand among monarch live 
oaks, magnolia and other original forest ; 
trees, nothing b\it the undergrowth of 
brush and vines having been cleared 
away. Nothing is burned here, as is 
the case in most of Florida farming. 
The grass is cut often and allowed to 
rot on the ground, and the leaves from 
the trees furnish the necessary natural j 
fertilizer to produce the perfect fruit 
grown here. This land is very rich, as 
can easily be seen by the mammoth oaks 
and other trees. Many of these orange

How German Boys Are Trained. 
Some idea of the extent to which in¬ 
dustrial and technical training is em¬ 
bodied in the educational systems of 


specific knowledge they will require in 
the trades they intend to follow: 

The system of trade schools has been 
much developed to a very high extent 
i in Munich particularly, where the theory 
! has been adopted that those who are to 


hours a v/eek for three or four years, 
according to the nature of the trade 
they adopt. They must leave their 
factory or shop three afternoons each 
week and attend school. The boy is 
trained in literary work as well as in

River Improvement and Drainage Asso¬ 
ciation Will Discuss Plans. 

President Rufus P. Jennings, of the 
River Improvement and Drainage As¬ 
sociation of California, has called a 
meeting of the association for Novem¬ 
ber 11, at California Building, Union 
Square, San Francisco, for the purpose 
of having those interested in river im¬ 
provement hold conference with the 
California Congressional Delegation 
just prior to its departure for Washing¬ 
ton. Tt this meeting many matters will 
come up for discussion, and it is ex¬ 
pected that there will be a large gather¬ 
ing. Since the Superior Court of 
Sacramento county declared tht Sacra¬ 
mento Drainage Act constitutional, the 
work of river improvement has been 
pushed, and it is expected that much 
benefit will come of this meeting. 

One of the most important pieces of 
work that is contemplated by the 
Sacramento Drainage Commission is 
what is known as the Horseshoe Bend 
Cut-off, between Three-mile Slough and 
Toland’s Landing. This will be the 
first step in a large, systematic and com¬ 
prehensive plan of river improvement, 
and at the meeting in November other 
plans will be discussed by United 
States engineers and others who are 
interested in the. Co-operation on the 
part of ail interested parties and organ¬ 
izations is essential to success, and as 
the River Improvement anp Drainage 
Association has matters well in hand 
it would be well for all organizationa 
to assist him in its efforts to bring 
about a betterment of conditions. The 
Associrtion is securing data relating 
to tonnage and possibilities of future 
tonnage, through Prentiss Maslin, whose 
services it has secured and this data 
will be available for presentation to the 
National Rivers and Harbors Congress
